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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-13, 15-17 and 19 are currently pending in the instant application. The 
Examiner has attempted to contact the Attorney John Sopp to resolve the present new 
matter issue in claim 1 but was unable to get in contact with the attorney. Thus, the 
Examiner will mail a non-final rejection to address the issue. 

I. Response to Arguments 

Applicants' amendment, filed on October 22, 2008 has overcome the objection of 
claims 1, 12, 13 and 15-19 as containing non-elected subject matter. The objection 
has been withdrawn. 

II. Information Disclosure Statement 

The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on December 4, 2008 is in 
compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .97. Accordingly, the information disclosure 
statement has been considered by the examiner. 

III. Objections 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 



Claims 1, 12, 13, 15-17 and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, 
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as failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains 
subject matter, which was not described in the specification in such a way as to 
reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the 
application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. In claim 1, Applicants 
previously added the phrase "2,5-dimethyl-3-thienyl" to get around a prior art rejection 
but the subject matter "2,5-dimethyl-3-thienyl" is not disclosed in the original 
specification and is considered new matter because the amendment introduces subject 
matter that is not supported by the original disclosure. The specification does not 
disclose that specific compounds with 2,5-diemethyl-3-thienyl were prepared or even 
thought of and Applicants can not include this proviso language because it introduces 
subject matter that was not discussed or disclosed in the original specification. 
Applicants are suggested to amend the proviso language to read "when R1 is thienyl, 
and the said thienyl is not substituted with alkyl", to overcome the rejection.
